Tho Credit Blobbier company was a 
corporation organized under the laws of 
Pennsylvania, and authorized by its char* 
ter to purchase aud sell various kinds of 
securities, and to make advances of money 
and credit to railway and other improve­ 
ment companies. Its charter described a 
class oi business, which, if honestly con* 
ducted, any citizen could have properly 
engaged in. On the lGih of August, 1867, 
Oakes Ames made a contract with the

Mobiuer c >mpany was to advance money 
to build tbs road, aud to receive thereon 7 
per cent. interest, an I 212 per cent. com­ 
mission ; the seven trustees Were lo exe­ 
cute the Ames contract, and the profits 
thereon were to ne d iv id e d am >ng them, 
and to tne stockholders of tile Credit 
Blobbier company.

George Francis Irx'u called on Blr. G ar­ 
field, who was then in Washington, and 
said he was organizing a company to be 
known as the Credit Uobilier of America, 
and was tj be formed <m the basis of the 
Credit Blobiier oi France.

purcnasc lands and bund houses along the 
line of the Union Pacific railway, at points 
wnere cities and visages were likely lo 
spring up.

Then Oat kCa Ames appro cued Air. Gar­ 
field on tne subj ct, but not beiDg able to 
satisfy himself as to tile extent of the pecu­ 
niary liability in owulug such stock. Gar­ 
field again refused. 
It was sometime atter 
this that the Credit Mjbilicr company be­ 
came involved in a controversy wiih the 
Union Pacific rj.»d, and Garfield had no 
knowledge of toe company's operation 
until they were discussed in the news­ 
papers in the fall of 1872 
Wnen Congress met in December 1872, 
Air. Blaine rn j?ed that a committee be 
appointed to investigate the Credit Mobl- 
lier transactions s > far as certain members 
of Congress were concerned. Ilia well 
know n to the readers of Gazette, that the 
committee reported in lav r of expelling 
two members ol Congree who were deep­ 
ly involved In inc Credit Mourner frauds— 
Oakes Ames, of Massachusetts, and James 
Brooks, ut New York. 
This was rn tne 
Winter ol 1873. Both had perjured them 
8 fives and dishonored their seals in Con­ 
gress, and it is not a little singular that 
Brooks died April 39 1873, and Ames eight 
days later.

It will be seen from thia testimony that 
Ames claims that he paid Garfield $329 in 
dividends, and it will be iurtber observed 
that Ames says Garfield never paid any 
money for the Credit Mobiher stock, that 
he never received a certificate of stock, 
that after June, 1868, Garfield never re­ 
ceived, demanded or was olfered, any div­ 
idend rn any form on that stock. A9 to the 
$300, Garfield 
testified that when be 
returned from Europe in the fall of 1807, 
he asked a loan of $300 from Oakes Arnee! 
and that several months after, the loan 
was paid. Ames said he considered it 
was dividends on the Garfield’s stock, but 
even Ames himself testified that there Is 
no record that any stock of the Credit 
Blobbier company was ever issued to G ar­ 
field ; and there is not an autboratlve scrap 
of paper 
m 
existence, or 
a 
line 
of writing in any book, to show that Blr. 
Garfield had ever owned, or ever agreed to 
take to y of the stock of the company. The 
bookkeepers of the company were sworn 
by the investigating committee, and their 
testimony was that there was no record of 
any stock having been s jIJ or delivered to 
Mr. Garfield. 
No one ever pretended that Garfield 
ever had anything to do with the Credit 
Mobiher stock, but Oakes Ames, the man 
whose peijury and disgrace brought him 
to his grave. And he prevaricated so many 
times in his testimony and contradicted 
himself so frequently, that 
it became 
clear to every member oi the Com­ 
mittee, Democrats as w ell as Repub­ 
licans, that Blr. Garfield was clear of ai J 
complicity in the Credit Mobitier tcheines. 
Not only is this the case, but the coly 
Variance between Ames an i Garfield is in 
regard to the $329, Garfield claiming that 
it was a loan, and Ames claiming that it 
was a part of some dividends.

Daring the 
eventful years 1802-1808, she was the in­ 
timate friend and trusted confidant of Jose* 
phine,

Bonaparteand his wife and the terms on 
which they lived. When appointed to the 
jfllce oi lady in waiting to Josephine, 
Mme. de Remusat was but twenty-two, 
and an extremely clever and observing 
woman; the memoirs were not written 
uutil ten years after the expiration of her 
service at the court, and her views therein 
expressed may be regarded as the more 
candid because the result of due reflection. 
The smallness cf the great Napoleon is 
brought into broad relief; the intrigues 
rn J scandals of c ourt life under the First 
Empire; the jealousies of aud meanness 
practiced toward Josephine and her fami­ 
ly by all the Bonapartes ; the listlessness 
and indolent character of the former em­ 
ployed to subordinate all around him to 
als will—all are most graphically and 
piquantly depicted, while the skillfully 
Jrawn aud evidently not too highly col 
ired pictures of character, manners anc 
life are entertaining and refreshing in the 
nighest degree.

Mr. Bischoff, of Springfield, III., related 
the good effect of having a lecture course 
during the winter.

He 
also narrated his own experience, how he 
was reached by the association, when he 
came as a stranger to Peoria, and the work 
done by the four young men who consti 
lated the active membership of that local 
association.

followed. As it was. several buildings 
were uurooled, aud some demolished ; aud 
one man was gathered up in a mass of tree 
tops, broken fences, Ac., and carried up 
some distance, and will, ll is said, die from 
the injuries 
The elements seemed to be 
on a regular rampage; for last night in 
this city another, almost a hurricane, came 
this way ; aud this mormug I saw large 
trees lying entirely across inc* pavement, 
reaching 
from 
one 
curbstone 
to 
another, 
aud 
tearing 
up 
the 
brick pavements. At present the weather 
Is unsettled, aud threatening Clouds are 
rushing along the sky. There is something 
grand in storms, and I remember once 
crouching under a huge rock on Mouut 
Washington, when the mountain quaked, 
aud the ihuuder aud lightning was simply 
terrific tor au hour, and ere loug the whole 
business of thunder aud lightning was in 
front and below me, while it appeared as 
though I comd walk on the iightutug 
streaks. 
Ta,3 was grand I say, but I do 
not koow of any one who Is willing to go 
up in these tormented whirlwinds. Verily, 
we must bs passing through the tail of a 
comet, aud the heavy planets, are no doubt 
doing their share to disturb us.
